Tbo question 
of proteotiog Agriculture is under dih- 
cnssioo, and it behooves Agricniiure lo 
Btep forward and show itseif — prove to the 
Court before whom it is on trial tliat it has 
u vei liable existence. There is every rea- 
son t" tliink ihai ibe farmers aio rui.dy 
10 do their part— that ibey are, in fact, 
-wailing aoxioaely to see the piizj list, 
TbeBucceaaof last year's etl'jrt quick- 
eoed thoT seal, 'and prepared the way 
for a more general com petition this 
year. What a pity it would be to dis- 
appoint ihcin. ii is for iho Execiiiive 
autburity to move. AH wait upon that. 
Even the townsfoik, there ir* reason tu 
believe, anxiously wait for it. Tiiey 
are not wholly uiiconse\oa8 of the Im- 
portance of encouraging ihe attainment 
of greater excellonco amoi gst the farm- 
ers. 2Nur do they allogeiii';r relii-h Iho 
idea of being deprived of th<3 exhibi- 
tion, with its -'accompanying gaieties 
and pleasurcB. AH have been \ooking 
forward with more or loss interest to 
this year'd exhibition, and all are wtiit. 
ing for ihofip geiitlctuen who only can to 
move in ibo matier. There are doubt, 
less thos3, we bope exceptional cases, 
■who atiach no Value to such 'trifles'— 
people wbo d. spise snoall beginnings— 

_Bupet£icial purso'ua, who can sou no pruc- 
tfcal -gbod in anything of the kind— 
memonary souls, wbo turn away from 
anyihii g il at does not promise immo- 
diute results io dollars and coats. But

His Lordship wont on to rocapii- 
ulale the sacoossive steps taken by Ca- 
nada to obtain through the medium of 
tbo imperial iiutboriiios the transfer of 
IheFe territories, and loaohed the cou- 
cluhion that :

• If, afier all that has pissed, the Compsoy 
oflerH the truuBfer and demauda tbal it may 
bo Qoeopied as iha means to effect tbo exa- 
eution of an eogageiuent whioh it is too lata 
to ropuiiiote, and of which lha Canadiau 
(iovariimeat itself fixed the date, I can not 
see tbat -Her ftiajesty'a UoTerameot o»d re- 
jeot'tbii 'd'emaod 61 the Oampany lor lha rea- 
sons bron^bc forward by her rainistera,' 

T ) answer this dispatch, so manifest- 
ly written under Hudson Bay Company 
inspir.itiou and with a most imporfoot 
apprehension of the true state of the 
facts, was an easy task for the Oaeadian 
Pfivy'CoUBcil. Accordingly tbe'Oom- 
mitleo o( tho Pi ivy Council submitted a 
report, signed by Julin A Macdonald, in 
rtply to Lord Granville's dispatch. 
This report admits tho accuracy of 
Lurd Granville's recital of the various 
steps taken by the Canadiaa Govern- 
ment to obtain the transfer of the North 
West, and suites that Canada is still 
ileair'.'Us of acquiring tho teiriiory and 
fulfilling the obligations imposed on her 
by recent arrangements for the exoou- 
lion of tho transfer. But tho cominilteo 
insist ihat the transfer meana; not the 
mere Iran.sfor of titles, but a bona fide 
transfer of lerritory. Says the report : 
'From Ihe very milure of Ihe buFioefB, 
all the panics uuKht to have uaderstood ibat 
Ibe cession ol the Territory by Ihe Company 
lo the Queftb and tbe tratisler by Ber Ma- 
jesiy 10 Ihe Oomioioo, should cot consiji of 
a simple execuiiun of ibe title. The Com- 
pany shduld transfer not ouly iti rights in 
viriue ol its charter, but tho Territory ilssK. 
of which it was ia po3»ossioD, and tbe Tor- 
rilory tl:us ceded should be transferred by 
iJor llujesiy to Canada.' 

Tbo Report goes on to say that re* 
sistenoe was;anticipatcd.by. none. . Tbe 
Company were not free frbia blame. 

Having had lone; possession of the conn 
try and abundant means of knowing tho 
^Ollliloen'8 enteilained bv its people, if 
discouient prevailed at the prospect of 
the traubfer, information to that tScci 
fhoald have be'eo oupplied. EfToris 
fibould have been made by tbe offici:iU 
ol tho Company to inform the people 
aad prepare thorn for the cbanj. Noth- 
ing of Iho kind was doQO, but the people 
were allowetl to beliove that they were 
sold without any regard beiog paid to 
I their rights. Tbo Report tbeo goos on 
to say : 

' In recallieg the^e facts the iotentioo is 
net lo iimtiiuia a complaint ugaiost tho Cora- 
pauy, but 8,,nply !„ iiniify tbe posilion tak. 
Bri by lliii C'liniidiao G-JVeromeui, r.i,i^,u 
^ilion in the otjeot ol ctitain obaervaiiooa in 
Ibe dispatch, Tbe GoTerDmeot bat been 
animated alooe by by a desire to effeot tho 
peacelol tianafer lo tbe best possible manocr, 
in order lo leave no discontent and avcid In 
conetquoDca tuiure troubles.' 

It proceeds to point out the oxtromo 
undesiiabU nsss of employing force in 
order to obtain possession of the Terri- 
tory. From tbe moment of the employ- 
ment ot force and cimseqaent bloodshyd, 
there would be suW i tho germs of hosi 
tlliiy against Cunuda, and an indelible 
halo created against the future prosper-, 
ity cf Jifitish America. The comineiicc- 
ment of bostilitios would be the signal 
tor adventurers with neither religion 
nor law, wbo abound in tbe neigbN 
bi)uring Cduutry, and wbo bavo 
acquired somu luiliiary knoivlodge, to 
rully round the rebel slandard, ougerly 
oiubracing the opporlumty of mamf'(.8t« 
Ing their hutu against tbe Mother Cooq- 
tiy. In view of these facts, it was 
ihongbt desirable that there should be 
a fchort delay in ibo attempt to effect 
tho transfer. Says tho Ileport,
